Taft Deplares. That Business 
Must Conform to Law 


ANSWER TO GRY OF “PANIG” 


if Enforcement Conflicts With Present 
Methods the Latter’ Must Be 
Changed—Republican Party Made 
No Promise to Amend Anti-Trust 
Law Except to Strengthen it—Finds 
Democratic Party Demoralized 


New York, Feb. 14.—“If the en- 
forcement of the law is not consist- 
ent with the present method of car- 
rying on business, then it does not 
speak well for the present methods 
of conducting business, and they 
must be changed to conform to the 
law.” 

This was President Taft’s answer 
to Wall street and its cry of “panic.” 
It was made to a cheering audience 
of hundreds of prominent Republi- 
cans gathered at the annual Lincoln 
day dinner of the Republican club of 
this city, Governor Hughes shared 
the honors of the evening with the 
president. 

Mr. Taft adhered to his purpose of 
discussing platform pledges and how 
they should be kept. It was at the 
conclusion of a detailed argument as 
to how the Republican party is re- 
deeming its pledges that he came to 
the anti-trust law and Wall street, 
on which his utterances had been 
awaited withthe greatest interest. 

The president. declared that the ad- 
ministration would not “foolishly run 
amuck in business and destroy values 
and confidence just for the pleasure 
of doing so. 

“No one,” he continued, “has a 
motive as strong as the administration 
In power to cultivate and strengthen 
business confidence and prosperity. 

“But there was no .promise on the 
part of the Republican party to change 
the anti-trust law except to strengthen 
{t. Of course the government at 
Washington can be counted on to en- 
force the law in the way best calculat- 
ed to prevent a destruction of public 
confidence in business, but that it 
must enforce the law goes without 
saying.” 

The president said the Republican 
party has made no promise to soften 
application of the anti-trust law and 
that hysteria and hyprocrisy were 
shown in blind denunciation vf motves 
of men of the highest character. 

Leaders of the Republican party, 
he said, are subjected to question- 
ing of their motives without adequate 
evidence to justify it. 

Mr. Taft declared that the true 
reason for high prices is increase of 
values and possibly in some cases to 
combinations in restraint of trade. 

President Taft did not hesitate to 
deal with the attacks which have been 
made upon the administration and the 
party, or the danger to future suc- 
cesses in the insurgent movement and 
other dissensfons. But Republicans 
who feared defeat at the polls in No- 
vember, he declared, should take 
courage from the demoralized condi- 
tion of their opponents, the Demo- 
crats. 

Mr. Taft again came to the defense 
of the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill. He 
did not hesitate, he said, to repeat 
that it substantially complied with 
the party pledge for tariff revision, 
and that, through this bill, the party 
had “set itself strongly in the right 
direction toward lower tariffs.” 

The president brought statistics 
into his argument to demonstrate 
that, during the first six months of 
the new tariff law, there has been a 
12 percent reduction in the percent- 
age ad valorem duties have paid on 
tmports and a 12 percent increase in 
the percentage of imports admitted 
free. Time and a wider knowledge, 
he thought, would serve to justify the 
bill, 

Reviewing the party platform, the 
president dwelt upon postal savings 
banks, amendments to the interstate 
commerce law, the anti-injunction 
plank, statehood for Arizona and 
New Mexico, and the conservation of 
natural resources, bills to carry all of 
which promises into effect were pend- 
ing in congress, and he believed 
would be passed.

SIX THOUSAND MEN 
IN CHINESE MUTINY 


Five Hundred Killed in Clash 
Between Troops and Police 


Canton, Feb. 16.—Rioting has been 
resumed here, 6000 of the foreign 
drilled soldiers being in the mutiny. 
During the course of the desultory 
fighting about 500 of the mutineers 
were killed. The populace is not yet 
participating in the demonstration. 

Petty troubles between the Canton 
police and the foreign drilled soldiery 
caused the first rioting in Canton 
last week. Though the situation was 
at first. regarded as serious, local au- 
thorities believed they had matters 
well in hand. The city is still closed 
to foreignets. 


Life Saved by Human Buffer 

New York, Feb. 16.—John Kauff- 
man, a window cleaner, fell back- 
ward and shot downward five stories 
only to land on the back of James 
Girdwood. Both of Kauffman’s legs 
and arms were broken, but had he not 
struck the human buffer he would 
have flattened out on the pavement.

The books have been thor- 
oughly gone over and the out-of-date, 
worn, and otherwise superseded yol- 
umes have been withdrawn. The total 
number of books now in the library 
is 18,118, This of course shows a 
smaller number than before the re- 
organization, but the shelves are no 
longer encumbered with dead and use- 
less volumes. A large proportion of 
these withdrawals was made in the 
scientific classes where books on 
steam engineering and mechanics 
dated in the early sixties have given 
way to twentieth centurp publita- 
tions. This thorough examination of 
the contents of the library has been 
‘of great practical value since the weak 
points have been brought to light. 
The list of books added during the 
year shows many titles which have 
been purchased to fill especial-needs 
‘of this nature. 

There is a great demand from boys 


fy | and young men for works on popiilar 


‘mechanics, light science and handi- 
crafts of all kinds. We are scarcely 
able to get books enough to fill these 
requests, and there are also demands 
for works of a more thoroughly scien- 
tific nature, for technical publications 
on zoology, anatomy, and similar sub- 
jects. Tha@Sexmore scholarly treatises 
are always Very expensive and make 
large inroads*on the book fund. A 
recent anonymous gift of a number 
of books on chemistfy and physics 
has been of great assistance, but it 
would be a fortunate thing for the 
library and the community if some 
interested person should ‘sometime 
provide a fund for the purchase of 
scientific books. 

The past year has seen a great im- 
provement in our collection of educa- 
tional works. The Lieutenant-Gev- 
ernor Phillips fund for the purchase 
of books for teachers has enabled us 
to build up a department of which we 
may be proud. These books have 
been placed together in an alcove 
where teachers may consult-them and 
include not only -pedagogics and 
theoretical teaching, but practical 
application and methods. 

The gift of twenty-five dollars from 
Miss Mary Byers Smith for the pur- 
chase of books of interest to young 
women and mothers resulted in the 
addition of about thirty volumes on 
home-making, nursing, sewing, cook- 
ing, amusements. for children and 
other domestic topics. This addition 
gives the library a really good collec- 
tion along these lines, and in the fall 
a partial list was compiled. This was 
printed and distributed by Mrs. Ber- 
nard Allen to the Mothers’ clubs of 
Andover. 

Our French and German collection 
which at the beginning of the year 
numbered over one hundred volumes, 
all gifts from different people in town, 
has been increased by further gifts, 
and by the expenditure of twelve 
dollars from the book fund. Through 
the kindness of a friend of the library 
this sum was expended in Paris where 
about. thirty volumes were purchased. 
These books are appreciated and their 
use is increasing. 

We believe that a library should 
provide books on all practical sub- 
jects for students, but we also think 
that it legitimately provides amuse- 
ment and recreation. There has been 
in the past few years much discussion 
about fiction versus non-fiction. To 
read the periodicals devoted to lib- 
rary affairs one would think a_libra- 
rian existed largely for the purpose 
of inducing fiction lovers to read 
something else. We think that people. 
should read what interests them and 
that tired men and women have a per- 
fect right to rest themselves by read-, 
ing stories. Our list of fiction pur- 
chased during the year is a fair pro- 
portion of the ‘total additions. We 
have only tried, among the avalanche 
of novels produced by the publishers, 
to choose books which are wholesome 
and possessed of some literary merit. 
We should be glad to receive gifts of 
good novels from people who have 
purchased them for their own reading 
and do not care to keep them per- 
manently. 

The circulation this year is_less 
than last which was to be expected, 
since that of 1908 was abnormally 
large considering the number of card- 
holders and the population. The num- 
ber of volumes issued (31,839) repre- 
sents more’ nearly the normal circu- 
lation of a town the size of Andover. 
The circulation of a library is in a 
sense, the record of its work, but the 
number of books issued is never the 
total story of its accomplishment, nor 
the whole measure of its usefulness 
to the community. The countless 
questions and inquiries answered day 
after day, the topics looked up for 
clubs, the help given for school de- 
‘bates and theses, the care spent upon 
the choice of books, the lists prepared 
for holidays and special anniversaries, 
the mere remembering of the tastes 
of individuals—all enter largely into 
the success of the institution. 

The story-hour for last year was 
very successful, and has been again 
started for this winter. It is to be 
regretted that there is room for so 
few children. Only eighteen can 
come at one time, while the stories 
could easily be told to fifty—and fifty 
wish to come,—were there any place 
to have them. The only room avail- 
able is the-trustees’ room and it has 
proved impossible to get more than 
eighteen children comfortably into it. 
It is unfortunate that the library build- 
ing cannot be enlarged sufficiently to 
provide a separate room for the chil- 
dren, There are few communities 
now which have not realized and met 
this need. Until-we have more room 
we cannot do for the children what 

e ' , y 
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might be done and what other libra- 
ries are doing. : 


Lack of funds and space also keeps | 


us from developing thé work with the 
schoofs. Had’ we more books we 
could send them to the out-lying 
schools whose children cannot -pos- 
sibly come to the library. This is 
greatly desired by the schools in cer- 
tain districts, but to meet this need 
properly we must have an adequate 
collection of books for that purpose 
and for no other. Would the town 
at its next meeting give us an addi- 
tional appropriation of three hundred 
dollars to be spent in the purchase 
of duplicate books to be circulated 
in the more distant schools, it would 
be a great step forward and one tre- 
mendously appreciated. We cannot 
do it from our limited book fund, it 
would not be just to the rest of the 
town, and a special appropriation is 
needed for this purpose alone, 

In May the Massachusetts Library 
Club held its meeting in Andover, the 
principal speaker of the day being 
Dr. Samuel Crothers. The attendance 
both of townspeople and visitors was 
very large and it was one of the most 
successful meetings in the history of 
the organization. 

During the spring, the Andover 
Village Improvement Society enlarg- 
ed and replanted the flower-bed in 
front of the library. It was planned 
‘under the direction of:a landscape 
gardener and the shrubs were especi- 
ally chosen for the situation. It is 
expected when they are well started 
that they will act as a screen to the 
library interior against the summer 
glare from the street as well as great- 
ly improving the appearance of the 
grounds, 

‘The Phoebe Foxcroft Phillips Chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the Revolution 
has given to the library a subscrip- 
tion to the Massachusetts magazine 
to date from its initial number in 
1908. This is a periodical devoted to 
local history which promises to be 
of great value. 

We have received other gifts of 
bovks and periodicals from societies 
and individuals and as usual the many 
flowers and plants which make the 
library pleasanter for everyone.-It 
is nothing unusual during the summer 
for people to step in, not always for 
a book, but-merely to see what is go- 
ing on.in the gardens of Andover. 
Visiting librarians from less favored 
communities never fail to seem a 
little envious of us in this respect. 

In the three years just past, we 
have made many changes and im- 
provements which havé.met with ap- 
preciation from the town. In the 
face of these readjustments it is per- 
haps difficult for Andover to realize 
that further advances are possible and 
that the work can still be extended 
and increased. In order to do it there 
must be more money and more space. 

The expenses of keeping the build- 
ing in repair are yearly increasing, and 
the library is surely and certainly out- 
growing its space. The question of 
providing for its further development 
is a matter worthy of the serious and 
immediate attention of both the 
trustees and the town.

Moore of Pennsylvania 
MEETS MEYER’S SUGGESTIONS 
Senate Would Accept Bill as saboits 

tute For One Passed by That Body 
—Opposition Expected From Rob- 
erts and Hobson—Explorer Entitled 


to Retire Next October, After Thirty 
Years In the Navy 


Washington, Feb. 17.—The friends 
of Robert EB. Peary in congress will 
not rest content with the decision of 
the house naval committee to award 
the Arctic explorer a vote of thanks 
and award him a gold medal. 

Representative ‘Moore (Pa.) intro- 
duced a resolution retiring Peary as a 
civil engineer with the rank of rear 
admiral and also giving him a vote of 
thanks by congress. Moore’s bill is 
drafted along the lines suggested by 
Secretary Meyer, whose objection to 
the bill introduced by Representative 
Allen (Me.) was that it made Peary 
a line officer. 

The secretary is on record as fa- 
voring a promotion to the grade of 
rear admiral for the discoverer of the 
North Pole, and it is regarded as cer- 
tain that no opposition to the Moore 
bill will be encountered at the navy 
department. It is believed, also, 
that Senator Hale would accept the 
Moore bill as a substitute for the one 
introduced by him and passed in the 
senate in order that there may be no 
unnecessary friction.

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HOPE FOR NINA 

IS ABANDONED 
Navy Department Thinks Tug 
Foundéred Some Days Ago 
REMAINS AN OGEAN MYSTERY 


Slight Likelihood That Fate of Little 
Vessel and Her Crew Will Ever Be 
Known—Naval . Tug Spoken Off 
Montauk Point Found to Have Been 
the Apache—Search Is About to Be 
Abaftidoned by the Government 


Washington, Feb. 17.—Hope of 
learning the fate of the tug Nina has 
been practically abandoned by the 
United States navy and® loss will 
probably go down in history among 
the mysteries of the sea. 

In the opinion of the navy depart- 
ment she foundered, carrying down 
her entire crew of thirty-two men, at 
some point between Hog island, 
where she was last reported, and 
Winter Quarter shoals light vessel, off 
the coast of Delaware, on Feb. 6 or 
7, only a few hours after she left Nor- 
folk on ‘her fateful voyage. 

Statements to that effect were made 
by Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Winthrop in response to several in- 
quiries by telegraph from the friends 
of the unfortunate crew. 

The commandant of the New York 
navy yard telegraphed the navy de- 
partment that the vessel sighted off 
Montauk Point, L. I., last Sunday by 
the whaleback steamer Bay View was 
the naval tug Apache, and the mys- 
tery surrounding the fate of the unfor- 
tunate Nina became as deep as ever. 

The zone of search having been re- 
duced to the territory between the 
Virginia Capes and Fenwick island, 
a short distance’ up the coast from 
Winter Quarter shoals, the depart- 
ment is awaiting reports from the 
battleship. Louisiana and the scout 
cruiser Salem, which are- patrolling 
those waters. 

No word was received from either 
vessel Wednesday; and if reports 
from them today indicate that the in- 
vestigation has been fruitless, the 
active search will be abandoned. A 
sharp lookout will be kept, however, 
as long as there is a chance of finding 
any trace of the tug. 

Even if the Nina fs given up as lost 
it may be several months before her 
name is stricken from the list of 
naval vessels. It is recalled that the 
old Vincennes, a sloop of war, which 
was lost in the Pacific, was carried 
on the rolls for a year after her re- 
ported loss. 


NEGRO’S SIX-STORY FALL

Andover Bank Already Protected 


Governor Draper was prompt to see 
the emergency that became so acute 
in connection with the Southbridge 
bank defalcation. The turning down 
of the recommendation of Commis- 
sioner Chapin by the legislative com- 
mittee was the signal for Governor 
Draper to become personally inter- 
ested, and his strong message sent to 
the Legislature on Friday afternoon 
last made it very clear that he real- 
izes the importance of some more 
stringent regulations to govern the 
conduct of Savings banks. 

In this connection, it is a great 
satisfaction to refer to the methods 
employed in the Andover Savings 
bank, The auditing committee has 
always been looked upon as one of 
the, most important committees in 
the bank, At the present time it con- 
sists of Messrs. Peter D. Smith, Felix 
G. Haynes, and Samuel D, Stevens, 
and their work leads them to the most 
careful and systematic investigation 
of everything connected with the in- 
Stutition at regular intervals. But 
for several years back, in addition to 
this auditing required by law, there 
has also been given to the affairs of 
the bank a most strict investigation 
by an expert auditor. Every detail 
in the bank’s transactions is carefully 
gone into and reported upon to the 
Board of\ Trustees at their regular 
quarterly’ meetings. This is the 
method employed at the present time 
by practically all of the important 
banks in the Commonwealth, and it 
is only the occasional institution, 
where methods of management are 
either made a family affair as they 
were in Southbridge, or a one-man 
business as they have been in some 
other instances, where defalcations 
are possible in Massachusetts Savings 
banks, ‘ ; 

The compulsory audit by experts 
under the direction of the Savings 
Bank Commissioner is one more step 
in the system of control that is wise 
and timely. There should be no hes- 
itation on the part of the Legislature 
in making this into a law. 


More Contests — More Moths 


The problem of caring for the trees 
in town has been discussed in this 
column many times, but a new phase 
presents itself today in the announced 
determination of at least four differ- 
ent candidates to run for the office of 
tree warden at the coming town elec- 
tion. It is not the purpose of this 
particular comment to refer at_all to 
the qualifications of any one of the 
several candidates for the office. - It 
will be clear to everyone that some 
are better fitted than others, but un- 
doubtedly all of the candidates will 
have some friends. The disturbing 
factor is that in this time of a crisis 
in the preservation of the trees of 
Andover, the position that carries 
with it almost’ entirely the responsi- 
bility of the work is to be made a 
football in the game of political 
chance, 

Here promises to be one of the 
most serious tests that has yet beén 
made of the system in town by which 
there is no responsibility for nom- 
inations vested in any body, or peo- 
ple, or party. We had hoped, since 
long before the establishment of the 
Australian system of election for 
town officers, that Andover could be 
trusted to unite through the force of 
right leadership in public opinion and 
in individuals to always choose a safe 
man for a local office. Thus far, such 
a result has been secured, although 
it is true that we have several times 
come dangerously near to the other 
result. Of course it is possible that 
this may be secured at this time in 
this particular issue, but the danger 
flags are flying pretty clearly, and 
there is a great deal of evidence that 
such is not to be.

THE FIFTH PSALM 


WRITTEN FOR THE TOWNSMAN 


This Psalm completes a series of 
five poems are similar in construction 
and identical in their leading thought, 
a contrast between the righteous and | 
the wicked. The first describes the | 
Godly man, the secret of his blessed- | 
ness, and the doom of the ungodly. 
The second has been likened .to the 
Apocalypse of St. John. A _ world- 
history of the progress and final tri- 
umph of the Kingdom of God—first 
pair. The second pair, the third and 
fourth, describe a similar conflict and 
triumph in the experience of the 
Psalmist, contrasting favorably the 
depths of adversity in the light of 
God’s countenance, with the highest 
outward prosperity without it. Where 
the prosperous man is still crying, 
Who will show me any good? As we 
have two pairs in the first four, so we 
have in the fifth as it were a pair of 
Psalms, and remarkable resemblance 
to previous passages, too numerous 
to mention. 


STRUCTURE AND CONTENTS 


It is a prayer for personal guid- 
ance, that, in view of their evil 
thoughts and words and acts the un- 
godly may be thrust out, and that 
blessings may abound upon all that 
find refuge in God, The Psalm falls 
into two main parts, verses 3-7 and 
8-12. The former deals with the inner 
side of the devout life, the latter with 
the outward, the conduct—the “way” 
in which the petitioner would be led. 
These two halves of the Psalm are 
arranged in inverted parallelism, the 
first verse in the second half corres- 
ponding to the last verse of the first, 
(as in the first and second Psalms.) 

7th In the multitude of Thy 
mercies I enter Thy house and pros- 
trate myself before Thy temple. 8th, 
Lead me in Thy righteousness because 
of mine enemies. Make Thy way 
straight before me. Verses 9 and Io 
Connect with 4 and 6, For there is 
no faithfulness in their mouth, Their 
heart is wickedness. Their throat is 
an open grave. They smooth their 
tongue. Verse 4 For Thou delightest 
not in. wickedness. Evil shall not 
sojourn with Thee. Fools cannot 
stand in Thy presence. Verse 10 Hold 
them guilty, O God. Let them fall 
by their own counsels. Thrust them 
out in their transgressions for they 
have rebelled against Thee. Verse 
5 and 6, Thou hatest the workers of 
iniquity and destroyest them that 
speak lies. The man of blood and 
deceit Jehovah loathes, 

Verse 3 is echoed in verses 11 and 
12, Verse 1. 1 refer to the Psalm as 
a whole, an earnest entreaty that 
God would harken to the sigh of the 
heart and the voice of his lips. 


EXPOSITION 


Notice the pronoun. My voice, my 
meditation, my prayer, my cry, my 
king and my God, intensely personal 
all. 

The Psalms often speak of being. 
silent before God.. We are never 
nearer God than when we cannot 
speak, and do not need to, feeling 
that He knows us better than we can 
know ourselves, and casting all our 


. | care on Him. “I have been driven 


many times to my knees by an over- 
whelming conviction that [ had no- 
where else to go.”—Lincoln. 

It is a morning prayer like the 
morning sacrifice, “I will order.” The 
word used of arranging the wood 
upon the altar, and of the leaves up- 
on the table of shew-bread, which 
was done at early dawn. Prayer runs 
into’ meditation, and meditation into 
prayer. 


so the poet says, “I will watch. I 
will hear what God the Lord will 
speak. I will watch and see what: 
he will say unto me.” Prayer is loy- 
al. “My King and my God,” acknowl- 
edges God’s authority and ownership 
in us. Where this is absent there is 
often a response to sufferers as when 
He hears the cry of the young ra- 


vens. But he says “They have not} 


cried unto me with, their heart when 


| they howled upon their beds.” Hosea, 


7:14. “My voice in the’ morning. 
Another Psalm says, “Evening and 


‘morning and at noon will I pray.” 


The spirit of prayer should be al- 
ways present, but this depends upon 
regular periods of communion and 
fellowship with God. Even Jesus 
secured such seasons, continuing all 
night in prayer to God. 

Prayer must come from a pure 
heart. “If I regard iniquity in my 
heart the Lord will not hear me,” 
Yet the privilege does not rest upon 
righteousness but upon mercy. “In 
the abundance of thy mercy I will 
enter thy house, and prostrate my- 
self in thy Temple in thy fear.’ The 
Temple was the house of mercy, 
the mercy seat, the atonement. 

“Make thy way straight before 
me. God’s way not mine.” All that 
a devout. man desires for himself is 
summed up in this prayer for guid- 
ance from above, and all that the soul 
needs is free access to God as the 
only sufficient good. 


God’s hatred of sin, its utter loath- 
someness to him is not the whole 
truth about sin. There is another 
side. But this aspect is too much 
obscured in these days. We are not 
sufficiently sensitive to sin, in our- 
selves or others—too ready to tol- 
erate it; and condone it in some of 
its manifestations, There is a sinful 
indifference to baseness. “O ye that 
love God hate evil,” Ps. 97:10. “The 
fear of Jehovah is to hate evil,” Prov. 
8:13.. “Abhor that which is evil,” 
Rom. 12:9. David prays for the pun- 
ishment of his enemies because they 
are the enemies of God. We have 
seen in the fourth Psalm how he 
urges repentance and points them 
to the atoning sacrifice where there 
is mercy and forgiveness. His pray- 
er is not expression of personal en- 
mity. There must be a righteous 
indignation at sin, but we must be 
sure that it is righteous, not only free 
from vindictiveness, but mingled with 
a pure desire for their deliverance 
from this worst of calamities. A hope 
rather than a fear that “I shall meet 
my dearest foe in heaven.” 

No one who’ is indifferent to sin 
will be heard in prayer. Worship is 
worth-ship—a recognition of God’s 
infinite pornos, and rejoicing in 
it, beholding in the light of it our

A Book for Massachusetts Orcharding 
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The Massachusetts Agricultural 
College believes in the practical de- 
monstration of good agricultural 
practices, rather than so much plat- 
form lecturing. 

In order to help the orcharding 
interests of the State, the College 
will, during the coming spring, e¢s- 
tablish several demonstration  or- 
chards in different sections of the 
State. : 

The College asks that a plot of 
land comprising four to five acres 
and conveniently located to a high- 
way or trolley line, be placed at the 
disposal of the College. The Col- 
lege agtees to furnish trees of desir- 
able. varieties to set this plot to 
apples, and also to furnish a spray- 
ing outfit for use on this plot. 

The owner of the land is asked to 
sign a contract agreeing to carry out 
the directions of the college for ten 
or fifteen years, furnishing labor, fer- 
tilizers, etc., necessary to the growth 
of the trees. s 

During this period the college has 
such data as may be collected, on the 
growth of the trees, their productive- 
ness, etc. 

At the end of the contract period 
the owner of the land has free con- 
trol and possession of the orchard. 

A few plots in run-down orchards 
will also be-taken in charge by the 
college. These will be thoroughly 
renovated, sprayed and pruned. 

The college hopes, by the dem- 
onstration orchards, and by the ren- 
ovation plots, to make these serve as 
object lessons to the communities in 
which they are situated, and to dem- 
onstrate that as fine fruit can be 
grown in Massachusetts as in any 
other state, providing proper care 1S 
given to the trees. 

This work is under the joint direc- 

tion of Professor William D. Hurd, 
director of short courses, and Pro- 
fessor F. C. Sears, pomologist at the 
college. 
Those desiring. to have such dem- 
onstrations started in their commu- 
nities would do well to communicate 
with either of the above-named gen- 
tlenfén in order that proper investiga- 
tion of the region can be made be- 
fore the time to set the trees in the 
spring.

THE NATIONAL GRANGE 


Its Forty-third Annual Session at 
Des Moines, la., Nov. 10-19. 


Secretary Freeman’s Annual Report 
Makes Encouraging Showing—Some 
of the Important Matters Up For 
Consideration — Proportional Repre- 
sentation In National Grange an Is- 
sue. 


During the three months ending with 
September 431 granges have been or- 
ganized—90 in Michigan, 71 in Wash- 
ington, 39 in New York, 87 in Ohio, 
83 in Pennsylvania, 23 in Vermont, 20 
in Idaho, 16 in Maryland, 14 in South 
Dakota, 13 in Colorado, 12 each in Kan- 
sas and Oregon, 8 each in Maine and 
New Jersey, 7 in Massachusetts, 6 in 
Tilinois, 4 each in Connecticut and 
Delaware, 8 each in New Hampshire 
and Rhode Island, 2 each in Kentucky 
and Wisconsin, 1 each in Indiana, 
Iowa, Missouri and California, Fifty- 
six were reor;inized—12 in West Vir- 
ginia, 10 in Ohio, 8 in Michigan, 7 in 
Pennsylvania, 4 in Massachusetts, 3 
each in Delaware, Illinois and Wash- 
ington, 2 in New York, 1 each in Ver- 
mont, Connecticut, Wisconsin and Kapn- 
sas. 

The session’ of the national grange 
this year may prove a vitally impor- 
tant one in several particulars. The 
question of proportional representation 
will be again to the fore, and it may 
be adopted. There will surely be a 
strong effort made by grange leaders 
of the western states, ably aided by 
-others in the east, to bring about a 
new basis of representation in the na- 
tional grange. As all Patrons know. 
the official voting body of the national 
grange comprises the masters of the 
several state granges and their wives. 
women having equal representation 
with the men in grange citizenship 
Last year at Washington the proposi- 
tion came up for consideration, but 
failed. It was to the effect that every 
state should have, in addition to its 
present representation of two dele- 
gates, additional two delegates for 
each 10,000 members over and above 
the first 10,000. 

This would change the representa- 
tion from a state representation of two 
delegates to a popular form of repre 
sentation similar to that on which is 
based representation in the lower 
heuse of congress. ‘There is bound to 
be a hard fight against this proposed 
amendment to ‘the constitution of the 
national grange, with the outcome 
very much in doubt. The election of 
officers for the next two years occurs 
this year, and there is a sentiment 
growing somewhat in strength that 
the west should again have some of 
the chief honors, if not the chief one. 
However, it may be said that the east 
has never had the office of master of 
the national grange but once before 
the present incumbent was elected in 
1905. This is the list to date: William 
Saunders, Washington, D. C., elected 
1867; J. T. Jones, Arkansas, elected 
1875; S. E. Adams, Minnesota, elected 
1877; J. J. Woodman, Michigan, elect- 
6d 1879; Put Darden, Mississippi, elect- 
ed 1885; James Draper, Massachusetts, 
July, 1888, to succeed Mr. Darden, 
whose death occurred July 17, 1888; J. 
H. Brigham. Ohio, elected November, 
1888; Aaron Jones, Indiana, elected 
1897; N. J. Bachelder, New Hampshire, 
elected 1905 and now serving. ‘hus it 
will be seen that the east has had but 
one master for a full term during the 
entire forty-three years of the Order’s 
existence. 

Another subject that is quite likely 
to be discussed with more than ordi- 
nary interest is the state taxation. An 
able report on this subject was sub- 
mitted by Hon. F. B. Derthick of Ohio, 
chairman of the standing committee 
on taxation, at the Hartford meeting 
of the nutional yrange in 1907. It 
was his view that the tax laws as 
now administered bear unjustly on the 
farmer as well as on all taxpayers 
where tangible property exceeds their 
intangible. ‘The report was opposed 
by Hon. Aaron Jones of Indiana, 
whose resolution on taxation was 
adopted instead of the report of the 
committee and was to the effect that 
“in the matter of local and state 
taxation all taxable property should 
be listed and assessed at a just and 
fair valuation at the same rate to the 
end that every dollar of tangible or 
intangible, visible or invisible prop- 
erty should have its just and fair pro- 
portion of local and state. taxation.” 
The essential difference between the 
two propositions was that Mr. Der- 
‘thick did not favor a‘ uniform rate. 
Mr. Jones did. This question will no 
doubt be again thrashed over at the 
national grange meeting this year. 

These are only outlines of some of 
the really important matters that the 
grange will have before it for consid- 
eration.
